From the 8th to the I2th I 
bathed in pore and happy asso- 
eiation with brethren, sisters and 
lriends at Fairview, Ohio, This 
was our last home and field of 
labor before we went to the Pa- 
cific coast ; and a truly pleasant 
field it was. Three years have 
made hot few changes in this 
place. This is now the field that 
is cultivated by Bro.

school. I cannot tell how well I 
enjoyed this visit to Fairview 
and this meeting at Fairview, 
and so I will not make the at- 
tempt ; bat I am thankful to all 
for their many expressions of 
love and k indues*, end do assure 
them that they shall ever be re- 
membered. 

I am now at Blanco, Pa., 
the place of my birth, and 
the home of my childhood 
and youth. What is reminis- 
cences, thoughts, and emotions 
crowd into my brain and 
heart ! What changes time has 
wrought ! And yet there are 
many things sod faces that seem 
familiar. Here is the same old 
bureau, the same old book- 
case, and the same old clock. No 
other clock ticks just like this 
one, and it ticks just as it did 
nearly fifty years ago. It affords 
me a lesson of constancy, and es- 
pecially when compared with my 
ever changing career. I love 
this old clock ; but infinitely 
dearer is my aged, afflicted, and 
deorupit mother, whose love is 
more unchanging and constant 
than the tick of the clock. She 
was 81 years old in May, and, 
consequently, although she still 
enjoys » good degree of vitality, 
she cannot expect and does not 
wish to remain here much long- 
er ; but she enjoys a bright hope 
oj eternal life. She has always 
been a diligent reader of the 
scriptures nod of our church lit- 
erature, and, therefore, being 
well informed, when trouble and 
division came, she knew, with- 
out pereoasion or con fusion, 
where to stand. May the good 
Lord ever sustain and bless her. 

Here, too, is Sadie, my young- 
eat sister, who has chosen the 
part of remaining at home to take 
care of mother. In this she has 
manifested much sell- denial, pa- 
tience and faithfulness She, too, 
is a sister in tbe spiritual family, 
and does her part in every good 
work. 

On the 14th inst, there was a 
communion meeting in this con- 
gregation at the Cowenshannoo 
church. We had a good, happy 
meeting. It reminded me of 
former days and years; although 
many who used to' meet with us 
were not there some having cross- 
ed the river, some being unable to 
attend on account of age or af 
fliction, and a few having gone 
with the Mandatory body. This 
is the church in which Bro 
W ampler lives and labors, assis- 
ted by Bro. Robt. Wbitacre 
The latter does not preach much, 
bat he lives a great deal. The 
church seems to be in a healthy 


and prosperous condition. Two 
deacons were elected and ordain- 
ed, and a choice was made ol a 
delegate to represent tbe church 
at the coming convention. 

I expect to visit about two 
weeks among friends in this 
county, and then to return to Ti- 
oea, I nd., to remain there at least 
till the first of October.

God nor the ohurch 
does not commission ministers to 
preach their private o pi oions but 
the gospel. 

Bro. lid, .iiour refers to the 
American motto "United we 
stand, divided we fall." Now 
we must keep in mind, that on 
the gospel we can all agree, Lut 
on private opinions on outside 
matters, we never have nor never 
can agree, so we had better not 
try. The Roman Catholic and 
German Baptist churched have 
tried bard to accomplish this, 
and tbey have miserably failed. 
Let na profit by such experience, 
and not flirt with that which 
will only bring division. 

The Lord's commission reads :
